Pegs, butter, cattle, hogs, sheep, |i 
have all condecutively realized a home 
market better than any that could be 
fond abroad, Two items, however, 
which no one had the hardihood to 
elaim would ever be dropped from 
the list, were our cheese and our 
wheat. But cheese seems to be head- 
ing that way at the present time. 
Canadian consumption of cheese never 
‘was very heavy, per capita. Nort 
it to-day. But it is far heavier than 
it once was, a tact for Which whole: 
sale, and many retail dealérs will 
vouch. So far this season, the Can- 
adian make has-managed to find a 
-market at home. The prices asked 
and paid sre very close, as yet, to 
exprt quotations, but they are still 
held above the ideas of the Old Coun- 
try tradesmen. Of course, little doubt 
is entertained but that Canada must 
find a foreign outlet for a great bulk 
of her cheese make. But, after all, 
it is just about’as, logical to look for 
another kind of thing to happen. The 
way in which eggs, butter and other
